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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The Terminal Disclaimed, filed February 22, 2006, has been approved and 
effectively overcomes the obviousness double patenting rejection. 

2. Claims 29-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Atsuumi in view of Ross (USPN 3,670,835). 

Atsuumi teaches a snowmobile with a body frame and front cover 38, a four- 
cycle engine 52 with a dry sump oil supply system, front runners 88, a rear crawler 58, 
and an oil pan 370 in the front cover longitudinally between the runners the crawler. 
The engine is shown generally upright with a slight forward tilt. 

Atsuumi lacks a port for accessing the engine compartment from below. 

Ross teaches providing a port with a closure lid 26 for accessing the engine 
compartment from below. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide the 
Atsuumi body structure with a port on the bottom side, as taught by Ross, in order to 
facilitate maintenance. 

Regarding claim 37, Ross shows a port that is not generally wider in a lateral 
direction of the vehicle that in its longitudinal direction. However, it would have been an 
obvious design expedient to configure that door in any shape that effectively fits the 
space. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to shape 
the port to be wider in the lateral direction of the vehicle, in order to adapt the port to the 
space available. It would also have been an obvious reversal of parts to hinge the port 
at the front rather than at the rear, in order to provide adequate access. 
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3. Applicant's arguments filed February 22, 2006 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Ross discloses a "bulldozer" that is large and does not 
involve the same maintenance requirements as a snowmobile. There examiner 
disagrees. Ross teaches providing an pivotable port below the vehicle for accessing 
the drip pan mounted below the vehicle engine. Any vehicle having an engine and drip 
pan below the engine can benefit from advantageous access to the drip pan for 
maintenance purposes. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art to apply the teaching of Ross to other vehicle types, including a snowmobile 
such as that taught by Atsuumi. Therefore, the rejection is being maintained.
